This picture was brought - from Rome by 
Cardinal Mazarin, and (notwithftanding very high 
prices were offered for it, particularly by the Prince 
of Conde), was religioufly preferved in the family, 
until the diftreffes of the Revolution, in which 
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M. Primodan, the late pofleftor, hacT his fi»IB 

fbare, determined him to part with it for a verv ex- 
travagant flKIU 

It was originally painted on wood, which 
beginning to decay, the painting was transferred 
upon cloth in 1767, by Haequrn, (as was alio the 
Holy Family by the lame matter, well known in, 
the Royal CoUeaion). It is in perfect prefervation.. 

The battle of Conjlantine and Msxentius 

The triumph of Covfantine. Thefe admirable drawings 
are the originals from which the fine prints of 
Audran were engraved ; no pictures of thefe fub- 
jecb were ever painted by Le Brun ; and the im-
